There’s even Skyline 
Seamless Gutter Ltd.'s 
display of — what else — 
gutters. And there’s Aunt 
Margie’s Fudge. 

One of the few, if not the 
only bargain for parents 
taking children to the fair is 
Silverwood Dairies' discount 
on midway tickets in ex¬ 
change for milk bottle tops 
and ice cream cartons. 

Many parents come with a 
bundle of bottle tops and get 
tickets, each good for one ride, 
for only 15 cents each. 


Cadets skirt custom 


Quietly moving into a 
traditionally male stronghold. 
14 fit young women from a 
dozen naval reserve units 
across Canada this week 
began 16-week training at 
CFB Esquimau. 


The women, aged 17 to 19 
years, constitute the first 
female officer cadet class in 
the history of the 50-year-old 
Canadian naval reserve. 

“Their involvement in 
training at the Fleet School

reflects an increasing 
awareness in the armed 
forces that women have an 
important role to play in the 
defence of Canada,” a defence 
department spokesman told 
The Express. 

Training centre com¬ 
manding officer. Commander 
Stewart Alsgard of Powell 
River, told the women at an 
introductory briefing: “We re 
not messing around any 
longer in the naval reserve 
movement. 

“You are part of something 
new and vibrant and we want 
you to achieve professional 
standards in your reserve 
training — standards which 
will match those of the regular 
force." 

The women will take a 
three-year course similar in 
most respects to that taken by 
56 men who also arrived at the 
Fleet School this week for 
naval reserve training. 

The 70 trainees will study on 
land and at sea for two 
summers as officer cadets 
and for a third 16 weeks as 
commissioned sub¬ 
lieutenants. 

Studies will include com¬ 
munications, navigation, 
nuclear, biological and 
chemical warfare, fire and 
damge control, leadership 
theory, military writing, 
public speaking, outdoor 
survival and shooting. 


Although the matter has not 
yet been completely settled, 
the women trainees will go to 
sea as well. 

“Women at sea, serving as 
officers, pose a number of 
problems. ." said the armed 
forces spokesman. “Not Only 
the matter of billeting and 
messing on small vessels has 
to be considered but other less 
tangible problems. 

“Members of the new of¬ 
ficer class are, however, 
unanimous in their desire to 
go to sea and take the same 
training.” 


Navy clams up 
on goof rumor 


The “silent service" hasn’t 
changed, in spite of its green 
uniforms. 

The Esquimalt-based 
Canadian navy still remains 
silent especially when a boo- 
boo is suspected. 

Rear-Admiral R.J. Pickford 
is expected to make a 
statement later but neither he 
nor information officer Major 
Victor Keating would confirm 
that the latest mishap in the 
fleet involves the destroyer — 
escort HMCS Restigouche. 

She lost her variable depth 
sonar device last Thursday off 
the west coast of Vancouver 
Island. 

The device — called Fat 
Albert because it’s shaped 
like the atomic bomb of that 
name — cost about $250,000 
plus the high cost of installa¬ 
tion. It was lost in 3600 feet of 
water. 

Four destroyer-escorts 
working out of Esquimalt 
were equipped with Fat 
Alberts 

The Express has learned 
that only one ship — HMCS 
Gatineau — now has one 
aboard. 

She’s using a Fat Albert 
borrowed from HMCS Terra 
Nova, her own having 
sustained damage when the 
casting of the lowering gear 
broke. The Terra Nova sets 
sail Saturday on a week-long 
cruise with Lieutenant 
Governor Walter Owen and 
Mrs. Owen aboard. 

Unable to confirm the 
Restigouche report through 
normal channels. The Ex¬ 
press contacted the ship. The 
senior officer aboard said 
losing the Fat Albert — he 
wouldn’t confirih it one way or 
another was “classified in¬ 
formation.” 

A reliable source, however, 
said ships are constantly 


losing the submarine- 
detection device, adding that 
the fleet was slowly 
deteriorating because of in¬ 
sufficient allotment of funds 
and lack of competent 
maintenance crews. 

It was also learned that the 
Restigouche, which has been 
undergoing an extensive refit, 
set to sea with only one of two 
boilers working 

The boiler broke down when 


the Fat Albert was sub¬ 
merged. Power was even¬ 
tually restored but. when the 
crew tried to retrieve the Fat 
Albert, the cable snapped. 

Expenditure of funds to 
maintain the Restigouche. 
when she was in Halifax in 
1973. raised a row in Ottawa. 

Doug Rowland, NDP MP 
from Manitoba, charged, 
“deliberate damage” caused 


corrosion in the ship’s feed 
water supply system. 

Rowland said the corrosion 
had increasad her $12 million 
refit by “roughly $1 million." 

A defence department 
spokesman later said that 
$750,000 had actually been 
added to the refit cost, the 
damage being caused by acid 
used to clean the steam tur¬ 
bines. 


STRIKE LAST RESORT' 

Firemen east vote 
for arbitration 


Victoria’s 104 firemen have 
opted for arbitration rather 
than strike action to resolve 
their contractual differences 
with the city. 

At an emergency meeting 
this week, 85 members of 
Local 730, International 
Association of Firefighters, 
voted 95 per cent in favor of 
the executive decision to 
apply to the provincial 
government for arbitration 
under Section 73 of the new 
B.C. Labor Code. 

In a news release after the 
meeting. Local 730 president 
Ross Cameron said the 
firefighters believe in the 
right to strike, but added: 

"We felt the provocation 
was there but we also felt that 
the strike of an essential 
service as important as ours 
can only be taken once all 
other avenues of settlement 
are exhausted." 

Under the Labor Code both 
the city of Victoria and the 
union have 10 days to attempt 


to negotiate on settlement 
through a single arbitrator or 
a three-man board. 

“If* in that period of time 
• which ends May 23) we 
cannot agree on either an 
arbitrator or an arbitration 
board. the provincial 
government will appoint a 
binding arbitrator," said 
Cameron. 


Cameron also said the 
government has indicated a 
willingness to deal fairly with 
labor. “We intend to give 
them that opportunity,” he 
said. 

In accordance with the 
l^abor Code, notice in writing 
of the union move was made to 
l^abor Minister Bill King and 
City Manager Jim Bromley. 


Snort short 

Snort, the sniffing powder described as a “play drug," is no 
longer being imported into Canada, Human Resources Minister 
Norm Levi said this week. 

Levi told the legislature that the Montreal firm which im¬ 
ported the substance from New York was no longer doing so. 

He also said the substance was being analysed by the 
federal consumer affairs department and he would inform the 
legislature on the findings. 

The sniffing powder sold in Victoria by Baggins, a specialty 
shop in Bastion Square, came under attack last week by Socred 
MLA Bob McClelland (Langley). 

McClelland said the powder would offer children a chance to 
imitate “big kids” who sniff cocaine. “Snort” is the slang term 
for sniffing cocaine. 


Rain likely to stay 


The traditional April 
showers have stretched into 
May in the Victoria area and 
it’s all because of a continuous 
low pressure ridge over the 
troubled waters of the Gulf of 
Alaska. 

A spokesman in the Victoria 
weather office said by this 
time of year there is normally 
a high pressure front in the 
Gulf which gives Victoria 
summer-like weather. 


The low pressure front will 
have to disperse before 
sunshine becomes a daily 
occurence, the spokesman 
said. 

Another frontal system 
which could bring sunny 
weather is now running to the 
south of Vancouver Island and 
is not expected to move up for 
sometime 

A trough of low pressure is 


stretching from B.C. across 
the Prairies, bringing rainy, 
windy weather with it. 

Weather in Victoria for 
Thursday and Friday should 
be cloudy with sunny periods 
and a slight chance of 
showers. Highs will be in the 
mid-60s with overnight lows in 
the 40s. 

No end to the inclement 
weather is yet in sight. 
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Delegates aim at basic issues

VANCOUVER - While the 
press gives most of its at¬ 
tention to the political issues, 
and the heady question of 
Canadian nationalism, it is 
becoming obvious that 
delegates to this week’s 
Canadian Labor Congress 
want to talk about issues that 
directly affect working man. 

Inflation, housing and the 
energy crisis are the main 
priorities this week in Van¬ 
couver for the 2,500 delegates 
— a record number, about 900 
more than have attended 
previous conventions. 

And there is a feeling that 
the number of delegates 
reflects the problems of 
working men in keeping an 


economic balance during the 
current inflation spiraL 
There was severe criticism 
left-of-centre delegates about 
the amount of time alloted to 
policy business at the con¬ 
vention, compared with the 
time alloted to special

speakers. Some delegates 
raised the question of can¬ 
celling scheduled speakers — 
in particular Liberal Labor 
Minister John Munro — to 
make time for what they 
considered the real business 
of the convention. 


Many apparently con¬ 
sidered that the real business 
is to devise policy that will 
mobilize the trade union 
movement to protect workers 
against inflation and the 
ensuing difficulties of workers 
in acquiring homes or in 
paying for food and other 
necessities. 

Retiring CLC president 
Donald MacDonald covered 
the problems during his 
farewell address, which 
brought him a standing 
ovation, although during the 
address delegates were twice 
called to order and told to stop 
talking among themselves 
and to listen to their president. 

Unemployment, living 
costs, the rising bank interest 


rate and the arrogance of 
multi-national corporations 
were listed by MacDonald as 
the major foes of the working 
man. 

The latest moves of the 
Bank of Canada in increasing 
the bank interest rates were 
cited as one reason why the 
working man no longer 
worries about the cost of 
housing; it is now beyond his 
reach, according to Mac¬ 
Donald. 

A month ago the bank in¬ 
terest rate increased to 8 V 4 
per cent up from 7V 4 per cent, 
and over the weekend another 
half point was added. The 
prime rate on loans was then 
increased to a new high of 11 
per cent, while individuals 


and small businesses can 
expect to pay higher rates. 

“These developments have 
had an impact on mortgage 
rates and the total cost of 
housing is truly abominable," 
said Macdonald. 

Higher mortgage payments 
have put housing beyond *he 
reach of 90 per cent of 
Canadians, he claimed. 

“On a $40,000 mortgage and 
under the 30 per cent of gross 
income formula which lenders 
usually prescribe, an annual 
family income would have to 
be about $18,600 a year,” 
explained the president. 

And later in the day 
delegates supported a lengthy 
resolution on housing, a 
composite of 20 resolutions 


which had been submitted by 
various locals. 

Delegates want the 
congress to push for several 
measures including the 
removal of urban land from 
market speculation, and 
having land for housing 
available on long term leases; 
they want programs that will 
ensure that low income 
families have a chance to 
purchase housing, and an 
adequate program to provide 
low-and middle-income 
housing. 

has meant that all real wage 
and salary gains made in 1971 
and 1972 had been wiped out 
by escalating prices. 

Real earnings are back 
where they were three years 


ago: “In other words, to put it 
bluntly, the average worker 
and his family ended up with 
nothing but a big zero." 

Meanwhile, corporate 
profits have spiralled up¬ 
wards, with the last three 
years giving the longest 
uninterupted advance in at 
least 25 years. 

The trade union movement 
has to get tough at the 
bargaining table, he said, and 
make cost-of-living allowance 
clauses a primary objective. 

And despite the surface 
popularity of the Canadian 
autonomy issue, MacDonald 
issued a call for development 
of multinational union 
councils to face the challenge 
of multinational corporations. 


These corporations, he said, 
are able to move goods and 
capital from one country to 
another, motivated only by 
tax and profit considerations. 

“The movement of capital 
from one part of the world to 
another for these corporations 
is a peanut operation with no 
stress, strain or sweat. 
Capital has always been 
highly mobile, but needless to 
add labor is not.” 

The only answer from the 
trade union movement is 
special councils to represent 
unions. 

“Global strategies," said 
MacDonald, "must be 
developed if collective 
bargaining is to continue to be 
viable.” 
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Because of the circumstances of being half a city boy and 
half a country boy I’m naturally fascinated by the effect of 
environmental influences. In fact, am even now preparing a 
monumental thesis on what this means to seagulls. 

My study of gulls, which began at a very early age when I 
realized that ornithology was the one honourable hobby that 
could be pursued from a hammock, has caused me to read 
millions of words about gulls. 

So far as I know, nothing at all has been written — until this 
very moment — on the differences between city gulls and 
country gulls. 

One intriguing probability, for example, is that gulls, like 
people, elect which life they will lead. 

We know, for starters, that they are birds with a compulsive 
wanderlust. Studies of their migratory habits are invariably 
made from nesting areas, usually remote, and clearly 
demonstrate that country gulls roam far and wide. 

On the other hand I have seen no study made of city gulls’ 
movements. The indications are strong, though circumstantial, 
that they remain all of their lives in cities with, at mo6t, only an

Suppine-position ornithologist 

finds gull study most rewarding 


occasional mad-cap weekend in the country. 

Often, in the past, when I’ve written on this subject, people 
have responded to tell me of city gulls, identifiable by odd 
markings or deformities, that appear every day at the same 
location for years on end, a fact which, if true, sure makes a 
monkey out of a lot of famous bird-watchers. 

The only supporting evidence I have found for my thesis has 
come in the form of a newspaper clipping sent to me by another 
ornithologist who sides with me in this vital question. 

TT)e story concerned a small harbor in Florida on the Gulf of 
Mexico, home base for a sizeable shrimping fleet. For one 
reason or another this harbor was closed down. The boats all 
moved away to another port closer to the productive shrimping 
grounds. 

Well, sir, the gulls who had lived for decades on the 
shuckings from the shrimp processing plant in the small harbor, 
did not follow the boats. They just stood around pathetically 
t looking out to the gulf, first on one leg, then on the other, waiting 
'for ships that were never going to come in. 

When the story finally dropped out of the papers (we have a 


bad habit, I’m afraid, of leaving things unresolved) the entire 
population of seagulls stood at the brink of starvation. 

The obvious conclusion, of course, is that the effects of 
environment were more powerful than the natural instinct. 
Indeed, while I do not want to labor the point, it provides an 
interesting parallel with human life which becomes less 
equipped for self-sufficiency or survival the more it is civilized. 
Aggressiveness and cunning, it would seem, tend to supplant 
hard work and resourcefulness in the urban gull. 

I believe the story to be apocryphal, but I’m sure you’ve 
heard of the one-legged gull. Oh, you know that story. Swarm of 
city gulls arrive at a park bench where a kindly chap has a 
supply of bread crusts. Kindly chap notices one gull 
handicapped by amputation. Feeds crippled gull most of the 
bread. Returns next day. Finds all gulls standing, waiting, on 
one leg. 

Apocryphal or not, it illustrates the adaptability that the 
casual observer may note in many ways when he is studying 
city gulls. 

It is going to be impossible to prove, I suppose, but I now 


believe I can distinguish city gulls from country gulls simply by 
appearance. 


There is a look about city gulls, a sort of squinty, cold-eyed, 
anticipative, waiting-to-seize-the-main-chance look, that is 
characteristic. 


Moreover, they reveal an almost mystic sensitivity to a 
hand-out. Thus, in the country, gulls very often have to be 
summoned (I employ a high-pitched cry- of “Koo-eeee! Koo- 
eee!” that seems pretty sexy to gulls) but in the city I need 
merely reach into the bread box to have the company, from 
nowhere, of beady-eyed, white-winged visitors. 

It’s the same sort of magic, really, as the results obtained 
from an offhand remark that you might be interested in 
acquiring more insurance. 

Certainly city gulls are meaner, more ferocious and 
undignified, more hateful to each other in their competitive 
world of private enterprise, than the proud country gulls with 
whom I normally associate. 

That the same goes for people, is, of course, axiomatic.

A normal day in the provincial legislature must be a 
shattering experience for unsuspecting citizens in the spec¬ 
tators’ gallery.

Although the Liberals and the Tories aren’t usually part of 
the irrational confrontation in the house, there are too few of 
them to have significant impact. 

And so the war between left and right continues and the 
people’s business suffers as a result. Public business is taking 
second place to the ideological battle. 

And it won’t end until either of the opponents is wiped out.

TEACHER-EFFECTIVENESS POLICY 

'Insult' in a sentence 


After two and a half years of 
talking, Greater Victoria 
School Board and its teachers 
have almost agreed on a 
board policy concerning 
teacher effectiveness. 

The policy being considered 
is two sentences long, which 
as one board member pointed 
out this week makes progress 
of one sentence a year. 

It states simply that 
teachers are responsible for 
their own effectiveness, and 
that of their fellow teachers. If 
steps are needed to improve 
their work, student welfare 
will come before teacher 
welfare. 

A controversial third sen¬ 
tence is likely to be dropped 
from the policy at the request 
of Greater Victoria Teachers 
Association. 

It states that when a student 
complains about a teacher, no 


“punitive action” aga*nst the 
student involved can be taken. 

GVTA president Mavis de 
Girolamo called the sentence 
“extremely insulting to the 
majority of teachers. 

“With the very few teachers 
where this might have hap¬ 


pened, legislating against it 
would not change their at¬ 
titude,” she said. 

Most board members, 
discussing the policy in 
committee this week, said the 
protection of students from 
teacher retaliation should be 


put in regulations governing 
teacher effectiveness, if not 
the formal policy. 

“This is a very, very real 
concern to parents right 
across the board,” said board 
chairman Peter Bunn. 


Grade 1 hours-cut sought 


Requests for shortened 
Grade 1 hours during Sep¬ 
tember are expected from 
Greater Victoria elementary 
schools this spring. 

The prediction was made by 
Dr. John Wiens, Greater 
Victoria School director of 
instruction, at a school board 
administration committee 
meeting this week. 

Lampson school has already 
been given board permission 


to dismiss its Grade l students 
at 2-30 p.m. during Sep¬ 
tember, instead of 3 p.m. 

Three others — Glanford, 
Cloverdale and James Bay — 
have requested the same 
thing, and the committee 
agreed to recommend the 
changes to the board. 

"In the early part of the 
year, children visibly droop in 
the afternoons," James Bay 
principal David Allan said in 


his submission to the com¬ 
mittee. 

“Two o’clocK seems to be 
the point at which tempers 
flare, and social problems 
, erupt. Only a minimal amount 
is accomplished between 2 
and 3.” 

Early dismissal for the first 
month or two eases the Grade 
1 child gradually into the 
school routine, he said. 


If any railway should be 
criticized for its treatment of 
Vancouver Islanders, it 
should be Canadian National 
— not Canadian Pacific — 
according to the director of 
Victoria Pacific Railway. 

“We’ve spent some $60,000 
maintaining five miles of 
unused CN track over the past 
three years in Colwood,” 
Kenneth Showers told The 
Express this week. “For 
three years also we’ve leased 
this track for $7,000 a year, 
been subject to all municipal 
and provincial land taxes — 
and they would rather the 
taxpayer paid taxes on their 
millions of dollars worth of 
unused assets.” 

Showers’ company for the 
past two summers has 
operated its veteran “Can¬ 
nonball” steam engine service 
on the CN right-of-way in 
Colwood. This year the CN 
refused to renegotiate the 
lease or even discuss the 
reasons why it wouldn’t. 

“CN does not use this track 
for anything,” said Showers. 
“They had no reason to cancel 
the lease. My personal belief 
is they were scared stiff it 
would be successful and 
people would point the finger 
at them for not having thought 
of such a use for the right-of- 
way.” 

Showers said his company 
had hoped to expand the 
operation to use the CN route 
to Leechtown. This summer 
there won’t even be the five- 
mile run at Colwood because 
of the CN move. 

In the meantime, Victoria 
Pacific has received approval 
from the City of Victoria for 
its part in a proposed VPR 
steam train excursion from 
Victoria to Shawnigan Lake 
Sundays this summer along 
the Canadian Pacific track. 

A city station, together with 
a store selling railway 
souvenirs, would be ac¬ 


commodated in a caboose 
sited on the northeast corner 
of the Johnson Street Bridge 
approach. 

City approval of the ex¬ 
cursion program was required 
before CP would discuss the 
matter further. 

“The approach with CP has 
been entirely different,” said 
Showers. “They’ve been most 
positive to the idea of off¬ 


setting costs along the line.” 

The VPR director said the 
proposal is now in the hands of 
CP’s costing department 
which is determining what 
would have to be charged for 
use pf the track. 

The route' is extremely 
scenic, he said, including 
views of Arbutus Canyon and 
Niagara Canyon in Gold- 
stream provincial park.

Delay culture paper, artists ask 


Caution and lengthy in- 
depth study are needed of the 
arts in British Columbia. 

That appears to be the 
reaction of the artistic 
community to the provincial 
government’s “Access to the 
Arts” proposal 

The proposal contained in a 
10-page “paper on a cultural 
policy for British Columbia” 
has been distributed by the 
office of Provincial Secretary 
Ernest Hall. 

To get the reaction and 


opinions of artists and arts 
organizations, the govern¬ 
ment has appointed Nini 
Baird, director of the Centre 
for Communications and Arts 
at Simon Fraser University, 
to be consultant-animateur at 
public meetings all over the 
province. 

A public meeting for the 
Greater Victoria area was 
held at Victoria Art Gallery 
Monday, attended by 100. 

At the request of a number 
of people who had not seen the 


document, chairman Allan 
Purdy read the cultural policy 
paper outlining a heavily 
structured organization 
which, according to Ms. 
Baird, will “more or Icbs be 
it” after province-wide 
meetings conclude June 30. 

However, Ms. Baird said the 
policy could be modified if 
substantial alternative 
suggestions are made. 

The response of Monday’s 
meeting, which included 
representatives of Victoria’s 


professional and leading 
amateur groups as well as 
individual artists, was to 
adopt a resolution already 
passed at a meeting of the 
Community Arts Council held 
on May 8. 

The resolution welcomes the 
interest and intent of the 
government but suggests “a 
12- to 18-month moratorium” 
on implementation to allow 
time in-depth area studies and 
also to study other successful 
government arts policies such 


as that in Ontario. 

Ms. Baird said all groups 
she has met with so far are 
reluctant to accept the 
government policy as it 
stands. 

The policy outlines a 
structure having as its apex a 
B.C. Arts Council with a full¬ 
time administrator and staff 
of three, plus eight elected 
regional representatives and 
two government appointees. 

There would be 15 regional 
arts panels, responsible to the 


council, each having a 
membership of eight — one 
amateur artist, two 
professional artists and-or 
arts administrators, one 
craftsman, one representative 
of the ethnic community, one 
representative of the youth 
community and two persons 
appointed by government. 

These panels and the arts 
council would operate under 
the authorities of the 
departments of provincial 
secretary, finance, economic 


development, education, 
public works and tran¬ 
sportation and com¬ 
munications. 

It is suggested that the 
government, as a beginning, 
should appropriate $500,000. 

There is clear indication 
that increased funds would be 
forthcoming in grants through 
the B.C. Cultural Fund. Ad¬ 
judication and distribution of 
these funds would be a major 
responsibility of the panel 
network. 


Garden building as a down¬ 
town “people place." 

Bawlf said that rather than 
wait for the provincial 
government and private in¬ 
terests to make proposals for 
restoration of the building, the 
city should be formulating its 
own ideas. 

With some imagination, he 
said, the glass-roofed building, 
could be turned into “an oasis 
in the midst of office 
development," perhaps some 
form of indoor park or ar¬ 
boretum. 

In addition to opportunities 
for free public relaxation, 
there could be a range of 
commercial activities, 
possibly including a beer 
garden. 

Bawlf said if the city was 
prepared to invest some “seed 
money” in the enterprise, the 
remaining cash necessary for 
a complete renovation job 
could be found from an en¬ 
trepreneur under a package 
agreement. 

Thus the allocation of 
commercial space — no more 
than 20 per cent of the total 
building area — could be. 
made to pay for a valuable 
public amenity. 

He predicted there would be 
“half a dozen developers 
standing in line” if the city 
were to initiate such a

discovery. 

After making every effort to 
discredit Jones’s findings, 
said the Socred, the PCB 
asked for, and was given in 
November, 1973, the man’s 
patents for use of coal. 

Since then, Jones has not 
received any communication 
from the government, said 
McClelland, hinting the 
government hopes to develop 
Ihe new technique itself. 

The Socred ended his 
dramatic account of ill- 
treatment by drinking a glass 
of Jones’s purified sewage 
water. 

Williams disputed Mc¬ 
Clelland’s argument in 
several ways, insisting the 
Socred had not talked to 
anyone besides Jones and 
hadn’t even listened com¬ 
pletely to him. 

The Socreds dealt with the 
inventor initially and took no 
steps to help him, said the 
minister. 

Williams said the PCB 
under the NDP had tried to 
work with Jones but the man 
finally rejected a proposed 
experiment with the scheme 
at Brannan Lake on Van¬ 
couver Island. 

* He quoted experts who 


refuted Jones’ findings on the 
value of the process and said 
the scheme is extremely 
costly and leaves the problem 
of disposing of the coal. 

Williams denied the 
government “stole” the 
patents, adding it is im¬ 
possible for anyone to steal a 
patent or even a patent 
pending. 


Resources Minister Bob 
Williams scornfully rejected a 
Social Credit accusation this 
week that the B.C. govern¬ 
ment “stole” patents for a 
sewage treatment scheme 
from a White Rock citizen.

A new $500 million dam will 
be built on the Peace River, 14 
miles south of the W.A.C. 
Bennett Dam. 

Construction will begin later 
this year on the Site One 
Project, which will add 700 
megawatts of power to the 
B.C. Hydro system in 1980. 

The dam will create a 14- 
mile-long lake but in the long, 
narrow river bed will cover 
only three* square miles of 
land, compared with about 640 
square miles covered by 
Williston Lake behind the 
Bennett Dam. 

Resources Minister Bob 
Williams announced approval 
of the project in the 
legislature this week. 

Actual cost of the dam will 


be $410 million but Williams 
said interest and other ad¬ 
ditional costs will bring the 
total to $500 million. 

The 700 megawatts of power 
compares with a potential of 
2,300 megawatts and 1,800 
developed megawatts at the 
Bennett Dam. 

The 150-foot dam project 
will employ 60 people this 
year, 280 in 1975, rising to a 
high of 1,100 to 1,200 people in 
1977, and declining to 210 
people in 1980. 

Williams stressed the en¬ 
vironmental impact aspect of 
the new project, explaining 
the “run-of-the-river” scheme 
will take full advantage of the 
existing storage potential in 
Williston reservoir. 


Environmental impact 
studies were undertaken by 
private consultants ‘‘as a 
significant departure from 
previous practice,” said the 
mirflster, and a B.C.-Alberta 
task force has concluded there 
will be no significant en¬ 
vironmental impact in Alta. 

The federal government has 
approved the project under 
the Navigable Waters 
Protection Act. 

General environmental 
problems will be ‘‘minimal,” 
according to the studies. 

The sue will be cleared

Public meetings on the 
impact of the dam were held 
previous to the approval, he 
said, and special local 
programs will be developed to 
deal with the impact on 
recreational needs and 
potentials in the area around 
the dam, four miles southwest 
of Hudson s Hope. 

The area may have ar¬ 
chaeological significance as a 
migration route for 
prehistoric man and 
therefore, prior to flooding, 
archaeological investigations 
are being carried out by the 
province.

Judge William Ostler to an 
extra three months’ detention 

Gordon Howard Harris 
pleaded guilty to a Saanich 
charge of being unlawfully at 
large and prosecutor Peter 
Birkett said Harris was 
sentenced last March 5 to pay 
a $500 fine or serve three 
months for theft.

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Socred vie w 
’evil , sleazy’ 


The Socred opposition was 
described this week as a group 
of hateful and irresponsible 
politicans “spawning evil 
material” of the kind that has 
destroyed parliaments in 
other parts of the world. 

The bitter attack on the 
Socreds was made by 
Resources Minister Bob 
Williams and Premier Barrett 
with some support from the 
Liberals and Tories. 

In their campaign of hatred 
and distortion, Williams said 
during prolonged debate on 
his department’s spending 
estimates, the Socreds'didn’t 
seem to care about facts or the 
truth. 

Bill Bennett’s totally 
inadequate leadership, the 
minister said, was responsible 
for the “sleazy and twisted 
view of the world” held to by 
at least one member of the 
Socred side of the house. 

Williams was referring to 
Harvey Schroeder 
(Chilliwack) who was accused 
last week of anti-semitic 
views after he said in the 
house the minister was “born 
under the wrong star . . . 
belongs to the wrong sect” to 


be successful in international 
business. 

“It is evil material that is 
spawned by this group over 
there. In all my time in the 
legislature, I have never seen 
such evil stuff,” the minister 
shouted at the Socreds. 

“But given the kind of 
leadership they have, is it any 
wonder that they carry on this 
way?” Williams asked. 

His general condemnation 
of the Socred tactics was 
applauded not only by NDP 
members, but also by Liberal 
and Conservative MLAs. 

Williams dealt with specific 
charges levelled at him 
earlier by the Socreds, par¬ 
ticularly Bennett’s accusation 
that the government used 
strong-arm tactics in the 
takeover last year of Plateau 
Mills sawmills. 

Bennett had told the house 
that Barney Goodwyn of 
Blackfoot, Idaho, a former 
Plateau Mills director, had 
sent him a letter stating that 
the government had forced 
the owners of Plateau Mills to 
sell. The takeover, the letter 
indicated, was tantamount to 
expropriation. Bennett read

Williams told the legislature 
Goodwyn had only tried to 
make the sale look like a 
government expropriation to 
gain tax favors in the U.S., 
and his explanation was 
supported by Liberals and 
Conservatives. 

Pat McGeer, Liberal MLA 
for Vancouver-Point Grey, 
even suggested that Williams 
may have correspondence 
from Goodwyn in which the 
latter asked the minister to 
state in a letter that his 
government did, indeed, 
expropriate Plateau Mills, so 
he could get tax favor in the 
U.S. 

McGeer said research by 
his party indicates that 
Williams’ version of the take¬ 
over was correct and Ben¬ 
nett’s accusations of arm- 
twisting are “simply false.” 

The B.C. government of¬ 
fered Plateau the same price 
for the mill that ITT had of¬ 
fered, said McGeer, but the 
offer of the American firm 
would have included tax 
concessions for the American 
shareholders of the mill. 

Foreign companies should 
never be allowed tax con¬ 
cessions on profits made from 
our country’s own resources, 
he said. 

Despite McGeer’s con¬ 
demnation of the Socred 
leader, he said Bennett’s 
irresponsible charges are no 
worse than Williams’ 
irresponsible behavior and, 
for that reason, the Liberals 
would support the Socred non¬ 
confidence motion in 
Williams. The motion lost by 
28 votes to 14, with the op¬ 
position voting solidly in 
favor. 

Why does B.C. need an 
American broker to sell 
newsprint in the first place? 
McGeer asked. Why should 
any share of the profits go to a 
• foreign company? 

Barrett joined in the attack, 
his anger rising until he 
shouted that the Socred party 
is! “full df J bile and hate • 
:•:* because'It isn’t in power ” j 
• Socred Jim Chabot 
(Columbia River) demanded 
the premier withdraw the 
remark but Barrett refused, 
saying it was his honest 
opinion and "even the Liberal 
members couldn’t stomach it 
(the Socred performance) 
anymore.” 

"In my opinion the Social 
Credit party is full of hate and 
has nothing to offer the people 
of B.C. but hate against the 
government,” said Barrett. 

The premier defended 
Williams by attacking the 
former Socred ad¬ 
ministration’s dealings in the 
forest industry and its 
willingness to allow Ocean 
Falls to be sold to any private 
interests. 

He demanded Williams 
table the contract with the 
New York company that sells 
its newsprint and insisted the 
government only tries to 
prevent foreign ownership 
when it is convenient, while 
encouraging foreign in¬ 
vestment when it is to the 
government's advantage.

The property, a 50-by-120-foot lot in the hamlet of Patricia, 
about 100 miles southwest of Calgary, was said to have been 
given to Trudeau by farmer Albert Ketchmark to show him “he 
still has one friend in Alberta.” 

Taxes amount to about $3 a year and Reeve Tom Musgrove 
said Patricia taxpayers wanted to know why they should have to 
pay taxes when Trudeau wasn’t paying his. 

A spokesman for his office said there was no trace in the 
files of a letter about the property and certainly no transfer deed 
or tax bill from Patricia.

WASHINGTON - The 
Democratic leadership in the 
U S. Congress has urged 
colleagues not to try to 
stampede President Richard 
Nixon into resigning over 
Watergate. 

“This is a time to keep 
cool,” Senate Democratic 
leader Mike Mansfield of 
Montana said. “Resignation is 
not the answer.” 

Despite increased calls 
from newspapers that Nixon 
should quit because of 
revelations in the White House 
transcripts of the Watergate 
tapes, conservatives in 
Congress conclude they 
should await developments in 


the House judiciary com¬ 
mittee and the full House. 

Although many Democrats 
and Republicans are upset by 
the tone of the transcripts, all 


say there has been no 
discussion of sending a 
delegation to the White House 
to seek Nixon's resignation.

House tape recordings is not 
likely to be made before next 
week. 

Sirica listened behind closed 
doors this week to arguments 
by prosecution lawyers and 
Nixon’s counsellors over the 
tape demand and took the 
matter under advisement. 

Earlier, Sirica held another 
closed-door session to discuss 
the report by a court- 
appointed panel of experts on 
the 18^-minute gap in a 
crucial White House tape. 
Sirica said the report will be 
released in about two weeks. 

Finally, the Supreme Court 


ruled 9-0 that the Justice 
Department repeatedly 
violated federal wiretap laws 
when John Mitchell was at¬ 
torney-general. 

Mitchell and Maurice Stans 
were found innocent of con¬ 
spiracy in the break-in of 
Daniel Ellsberg's 
psychiatrist. 

But the Supreme Court 
ruled that wiretap procedures 
carried out in 1969 and 1970 


violated an interpretation of 
the 1968 Crimes Control Act 
which requires authorization 
by the attorney-general or the 
assistant attorney-general. 
Many of Mitchell’s 
authorizations were issued by 
his executive assistant, Sol 
Lindenbaum. 

The decision likely will 
mean the acquittal of hun¬ 
dreds of gambling and nar¬ 
cotics offenders.

OTTAWA - Steel Co. of 
Canada has rejected an ap¬ 
peal by the federal govern¬ 
ment not to implement its 
planned price increases on 
about one-third of its 
products. 

After an 80-minute meeting 
with Industry, Trade and 
Commerce Minister Alastair 
Gillespie, senior Stelco of¬ 
ficers said prices will be 
raised as scheduled. 

Gillespie said the company 
insisted its price increase is 
justified, that it was less than

the cost increase, and that 
Stelco is prepared to open its 
books to an inquiry. 

After first ignoring a query 
as to whether there would be 
an inquiry, Gillespie said: “I 
think very likely." 

Asked if he thinks the Stelco 
position on price increases 
was justified, he said: “I can’t 
accept that until I’ve seen the 
results of the inquiry.” 

The increases, which went 
into effect Wednesday, 
averaged 12 per cent on steel 
reinforcing, bars and steel 
plate.

WASHINGTON - Pollution 
has threatened the Great 
Lakes for decades. Now red 
tape is threatening the 
cleanup. 

The much-touted Canadian- 
U.S. Great Lakes Treaty 
Agreement of April, 1972 
aimed to cut pollution on 
Lakes Ontario, Erie, Huron, 
Superior and Michigan in half 
by 1975. In addition, all large 
cities on the lakes were to 
have major municipal 
treatment plants by that date. 

Canada has moved 
aggressively since the 
beginning of the agreement. 
By early this year, 34 
treatment facilities had been 
built or modified, 75 per cent 
of all Canadian project funds 
had been met and the flow of 
pollutants into the lakes had 
been drastically cut. 

On the U.S. side, however, 
the program has been slowed 
by a wide range of problems, 
from administrative snafus to 
red tape to laxness by 
municipal officials. 

The economic importance of 
the lakes is vital to North 
America. The continent’s 
industrial heartland 
surrounds them and 37 million 
people—7 million Canadians— 
live on their shores. 

The lakes have been the 
escape valve for industrial 
and municipal refuse from 
cities like Toronto, Hamilton 
and Windsor on the Canadian 
side and, on the U.S. side, 
Rochester, Buffalo, 
Cleveland, Toledo, Detroit, 
Chicago, Milwaukee and 
Duluth. 

Erie, shallowest of the 
lakes, is nearly dead, killed by 
the garbage of Windsor, 
Detroit, Toledo, Cleveland 
and Buffalo. Cleveland got 
national TV exposure three 
years ago as one of the lake’s 
biggest stinkers, earning the 
distinction after the Cuyahoga 
River which flows through the 
city became so clogged with 
oil slicks and refuse that it 
actually caught fire. 

A total of $18 billion has 
been committed by the 
congressional committee to 
cleanse U.S. waters in the 
fiscal years 1973 through 1975, 
but President Richard Nixon 
has released only $9 billion so 
far.

country. Neither parts nor 
ammunition would fit, 
Steinhoff said. 

With its estimated 9,200 
tanks in Europe outnumbered 
almost three to one by the 
armored forces of the Warsaw 
Pact, NATO was impressed 
by the success of anti-tank 
missiles operated by infantry 
in the last Middle East war. 

The only snag was that the 
new weapons, called Sagger, 
were Soviet made. They were 
a wire-guided missile fired 
either from a man pack or a 
launch vehicle. 

NATO has no less than 13 
different wire-guided and 
other anti-tank missiles in 
use, and a further six under 
development. And men 
trained to use one of the 
systems would not know how 
to use any of the others. 


The tank forces have a 
bewildering selection of 
gunnery, from 90 and 105 
millimeter to 120 and 155 
millimeter calibres. 

In the navies, the picture is 
even more confusing. 

No less than 36 different 
radar systems are in use for 
directing warships’ fire and a 
total of 40 different sizes of 
larger calibre ammunition is 
used in the guns. 

Steinhoff said NATO 
countries spend $20 billion a 
year on research and de¬ 
velopment, but up to half the 
projects were duplicated 
elsewhere in NATO. 

One answer to all these 
shortcomings, he suggested, 
would be for Western 
European unity to find ex¬ 
pression in the armaments 
industry. 

Further savings could be 
made by letting individual 
countries specialize in certain 
areas of defence with the 
richer NATO nations taking 
over responsibility for the 
more sophisticated weapons 
systems.

An alternative proposal 
from traffic engineer Dave 
Campbell, to widen the south 
lane by 10 feet in anticipation 
of future traffic growth, was 
turned down after Campbell 
and Mayor Peter Pollen 
agreed once again to disagree 
on the question of ac¬ 
commodating the automobile. 

Said Pollen: “If we keep 
responding to the automobile 
we are going to have to tear 
the whole guts out of this city 
to accommodate it.” 


In any case, he added, most 
Victorians will always use 
their cars in preference to any 
other type of transportation. 

But council decided on the 
semi-widening option, and the 
only question still to be 
resolvfcd is when the 
Finlayson extension between 
Cook and Cedar Hill will be 
opened to traffic. 

The eastward end has been 
completed for some months, 
but has been barricaded to 
vehicles until an overall policy 
on the street is established. 
Campbell said he hopes to 
present proposals for the 
Cook-Finlayson intersection 
in two weeks’ time. 

For once, Pollen had some 
praise for Campbell’s stand on 
the Finlayson issue, saying he 
was “getting more eloquent 
all the time’’ and 
congratulating him on his 
“persistence.’’ 


Belgium and Sweden. Britain' 
was 13th. 

Norway came top in 
average duration of each 
stoppage in number of 
working days. Then came 
Sweden, the Irish Republic, 
the United States and Canada. 
Britain was ninth. 

As for the number of 
working days lost per 1,000 
employees, the irish Republic 
was first, Italy second, 
Canada third, United States 
fourth and Australia fifth. 
Britain was ninth. 

So Britain's reputation as a 
strike-happy country, on the 
basis of the best-available 
figures and allowing for the 
age of the figures, is not 
substantiated. 

The situation can be viewed 
another way. In 1970 the 
number of working days lost 
by strikes in Britain reached a 
post-war record at just over 10 
million. 


By contrast, industrial 
accidents cost 20 million 
working days, unemployment 
well over 200 million working 
days and certified sickness 
over 300 million days. 

The fact is that Britain’s 
proneness to strikes is 
considerably less than other 
industrial nations, despite all 
you read and hear in the 
media. And the fact also is 
that sickness causes over 30 
times as much lost working 
times as strikes, unem¬ 
ployment over 20 times and 
industrial accidents twice as 
much. 

In view of this, you might 
ask: Where is the 

responsibility of the media, 
which is almost always 
reporting strikes but is almost 
never reporting the 
tremendous loss of working 
time due to such causes as 
sickness, unemployment and 
work injuries? 


The media will react 
predictably: Strikes are news 
because strikes are dramatic 
and often affect the general 
public noticeably. And this is 
true. But newsworthiness 
aside, constant reporting of 
strikes and near-constant non- 
reporting of the facts of lost 
working time by other causes 
is grossly misleading 

How many people have 
formed opinions on the basis 
of a news presentation which 
excludes so many other focts? 
To the extent that any news 
media neglects to report the 
full story, it deserves 
criticism. 

It has been said that a 
constantly-repeated lie comes 
to be accepted as fact. But 
constantly-repeated facts, 
when they are not all the facts, 
might well be considered half 
truths within the total context. 
The public deserves all the 
story, but all too rarely gets it.

In fact, most of the 2,600 
delegates, many of w hom had 
opposed Munro’s invitation to 
attend, crowded the con¬ 
vention hail to be near him 
and paid close attention 
through his speech. 

Munro said he hoped that if 
the Liberals are re-elected it 
will be possible for govern¬ 
ment and CLC represen¬ 
tatives to sit down calmly and 


discuss the emotional issue of 
Canadian nationalism. 

“I do believe the vast 
majority of Canadian union 
members desire a thorough 
examination of the nature of 
U S.-Canadian trade union 
links,” he said. 

‘I believe the vast majority 
of Canadian unions desire to 
maintain some form of ef¬ 
fective association with the 
international unions and the 
central organization in the 


Civil servants cry 
for reform in CLC

VANCOUVER - Canadian 
public servants are on the 
march at the Canadian Labor 
Congress convention in 
Vancouver this week, crying 
“reform,” and pushing 
candidates for executive 
positions in today's elections. 

And the betting is they’ll win 
their point. 

For one thing, the Canadian 
Union of Public Employees 
has carried on a long and well- 
planned campaign, with the 
result that of the 2,500 
delegates at the convention, 
600 are CUPE members. And 
they have the support of other 
civil servants — the Public 
Service Alliance of Canada, 
Canadian Brotherhood of 
Railway and Transport 
Workers, and the B.C. 
Government Employees 
Union. 

And for another thing their 
star candidate for a vice- 
presidency, jn the position left 
vacant by Joe Morris who is 
seeking the presidency, is a 
woman, and what public 
relations conscious trade 
unionist can afford to vote 
against a woman? 

The congress has been 
criticized because of the 
paucity of representation on 
its executive board of either 
public servants or women. 

And Shirley Carr, a case 
worker for the regional 
municipality of Niagara in 
Ontario, has good credentials 
in both roles. 

She freely admits that her 
sex will help her as the can¬ 
didate from CUPE’s reform 
caucus, although she honestly 
regrets that sex is a factor. 

“I'm a trade unionist from 
way back, and my credentials 
should be enough," she says. 

She holds various executive 
positions with her own local 
union, her provincial and 
federal organizations, and 
says that, for her, and for 
most of the CUPE delegates, 
the only issue at the con¬ 
vention will be the election of 
their reformist candidate. 

To back her up there is the 
prospect of the election of 
BCGEU’s secretary John 
Fryer to one of the vacancies 
coming up as vice-president at 
large. 

He has run an energetic 
campaign over the past 
months, talking to any in¬ 
dividual or group willing to 
listen about the need for CLC 
reforms. 

The burden of his message 
is that the CLC is run by a 
group of trade unionists who 
have lost touch with reality. 
Radical when they started 
out, he claims they have 
become conservative over the 
years and should be replaced 
with new, younger blood, and 
that congress policies should 
change to lay more stress 
upon social action. 

And his stand parallels the 
CUPE movement. 


These public servants will 
be the old burr under the 
saddle as the convention 
continues. 

Not only have they pushed 
the reform issue, they are 
insisting they get their way 
over jurisdictional hassles. 

The congress has allowed 
various provincial civil ser¬ 
vants organizations to af¬ 
filiate directly with the 
congress, while CUPE wants 
all civil servants to go through 
a central body. 

Delegates at the convention 


have a mandate to walk out of 
the congress if they don’t get 
their way, but such a move 
seems unlikely in view of their 
determination to get Carr 
elected to the four-man 
executive, with elections 
following the disposition of 
policy resolutions. 

But while most delegates 
are working on policy to deal 
with social problems facing 
workers, the public servants 
with their VOTE CARR 
stickers are attending to their 
lobbying business. 


KING FOR PARLEYS

VANCOUVER - Labor 
Minister Bill King reiterated 
his belief in the free collective 
bargaining process, even 
where it leads to strike action 
in an address Monday to 
delegates to the Canadian 
Labor Congress. 

There are elements, he 
pointed out, calling for more 
restrictive legislation, and 
government control over the 


whole gamut of labor 
relations, including matters 
such as the right to picket. 

“My personal position and 
that of my government is a 
strong assertion of the right of 
working people to join with 
their fellow men to organize 
and to bargain freely and 
collectively, with employees 
having the full right to with¬ 
draw their labor in a dispute 
over the terms and conditions 
of employment.” 


United States," Munro added. 

He said claims that 
Canadian union members 
send more money to the U.S. 
than is returned to them 
appear to be largely un¬ 
substantiated. 

He pointed out that a CLC 
survey had concluded that a 
number of international and 
national unions are too small 
to support adequate services 
to members and that mergers 
should be encouraged. 

“Perhaps the time has come 
for member unions them¬ 
selves to consider tran¬ 
sferring to their central 
congress the authority they 
now possess in respect of 
mergers as they have already 
done in some material 
respects for jurisdictional 
disputes.” 

Munro agreed with 
organized labor that it is not 
the main cause of Canada’s 
economic troubles 

“It seems to me that the 
house of labor is having to 
contend with an unfair share 
of criticism, most of it 
alleging that union wage 
demands are responsible for 
these inflationary times. You 
and I know such accusations 
simply don’t reflect the full 
reality of the situation.” 

His advocacy of arbitration 
of labor disputes was the only 
point which drew adverse 
reaction. 

“I must reiterate that I am 
unequivocally opposed to 
permanent compulsory ar¬ 
bitration but I am definitely 
not opposed to arbitration on a 
voluntary basis,” said Munro. 

“It does seem to me that 
voluntary arbitration in its 
many forms and variations is 
one technique that can obviate 
this sort of damaging con¬ 
frontations which the general 
public increasingly resents 
and rebels against. While 
labor disputes and even 
strikes do have a legitimate 
place in our particular form of 
democracy most of this 
public resentment is to me 
fully justified.”

and now I’ve done it” 

In boosting his prize 
money to $174,085 for the 
year, Newcombe became 
the second Australian to 
win the prestigious event. 
Ken Rosewall won the first 
two WCT finals and Stan 
Smith of the United States 
took it last year. 

Smith won the battle of 
semi-final losers to claim 
third place with a 6-4, 7-6 
decision over Jan Kodes of 
Czechoslovakia. 

Borg, who picked up the

PHILADELPHIA —

Fifth game is scheduled 
tonight in Boston, and if the 
Bruins manage to prolong 
things, the sixth game will be 
in Philadelphia on Sunday 
afternoon. 

Flyers, who lost their best 
defenceman—Barry Ashbee— 
in the semi-finals, made do 
Tuesday with Gary Dor- 
nhoefer, one of their better 
forwards, also on the injured 
list. And they did it against a 
Boston team which showed 
considerable more fight than 
the one which took a 4-1 
beating here Sunday. 

Bruins, who came out 
determined to avoid the 
situation which now needs 
three straight victories, 
battled back from 0-2 to pull 
even in a bristling first period, 
and it seemed for a while in 
the second period as if they 
were going to take over.

Rick 
MacLeish opened the scoring 
on a power-play, and the 
Bruins started their 
comeback when Phil Esposito 
cashed in on a setup by John 
Bucyk. 

MacLeish got his goal by 
deflecting a point shot taken 
by Tom Bladon at 4:40. Then, 
Dave Schultz, passed away 
when Dallas Smith got 
trapped during Boston 
pressure, beat Gilles Gilbert 
at 5:30 with a shot which put 
the puck between defenceman 
Carol Vadnais’ legs. 

Two Flyers and one Bruin 
were serving time when 
Esposito redirected the puck 
after getting it on Bucyk’s 
through pass, and two players 
from each side were benched 
in the penalty box when rookie 
Andre Savard brought the 
Bruins even. One of the best of 
the losers, Savard scored 
cleverly after easily evading

Wildlife 

proposals 

promising 


Express Outdoor Editor 

Resolutions from various member clubs took up a 
significant portion of the last two days of the recent B.C. Wildlife 
Federation convention in Nanaimo. 

And it is hoped, through the large number of fish and 
wildlife branch personnel in attendance, that the resolutions 
eventually accepted might form the basis for a few changes in 
regulations governing both hunting and fishing as well as the all- 
important field of habitat protection. 

Participation was the theme of the convention and it was 
refreshing to see the rapport which has developed between this 
sportsmen’s organization and the branch staff in attendance. 

The extent of this co-operation was demonstrated when 
delegates defeated several resolutions on the grounds that 
decisions on game management should be left in the hands of 
the fish and wildlife biologists. 

A motion to reconsider a proposal to institute a trial game- 
management area based on the European system was narrowly 
rejected but most of the other important resolutions passed. 

Two asking for improved access to lakes and crown land 
were carried along with one requesting more extensive en¬ 
vironmental education in the school system. 

In the field of administration, the BCWF is asking for 
limited outlets for hunting licences, phasing out of non-resident 
alien hunting in’certain areas of the province, measures to stop 
aliens from taking antlerless animals, allocation of tax 
revenues from sporting good sales to the recreation and con¬ 
servation department with an appropriate portion to be ear¬ 
marked for the branch, formalized avenues of citizen input, a 
quota system for cougar guides, erection of standard signs at 
* river crossings, mitigation payments from environmental 
abusers, resident priority for a portion of the grizzly bear and 
sheep season, more details on maps accompanying the hunting 
and fishing regulations and a ban on hunting trophy species for 
commercial sales of the hide or head. 

Delegates voted for greater controls on all-terrain vehicles, 
confiscation of aircraft used in spotting game and introduction 
of a plain-clothes section in support of the regular conservation 
officers. 

All three resolutions dealing with ethics, discussed at length 
here recently, were passed with minor modifications. 

Bow hunters will be happy to not*that the BCWF supports 
retaining bow hunting in areas closed to the use of firearms and 
institution of a spring season for longbows on blue grouse 
hooters. 

On the fishing front, proposals to preserve a section of the 
Dean River for fly-fishing only, to set aside trophy waters with 
low catch limits and high minimum size restrictions and to 
prompt a study on the affects of commercial herring fishery on 
sports fishing in the Gulf of Georgia received support. 

Also voted in were resolutions requesting tax concessions on 
recreational land (like club property), environmental impact 
studies prior to development covering provincial, federal and 
international jurisdictions, full disclosure and adaption of 
impact studies by regional districts, limiting acquisition of land 
in B.C. to resident Canadians or landed immigrants, application 
of sustained yield and integrated use management to all crown 
land and preservation of trails now located outside parks. 

Other resolutions request a lowering of the age from 65 to 60 
for getting a senior citizen’s fishing licence; greater controls on 
dogs molesting deer; a ban on shooting bears within a quarter- 
mile of garbage dumps; the setting up of a winter-feeding and 
range-management program involving sportsmen; the 
provincial agriculture department and the branch, manning a 
BCWF booth at the Cache Creek checking station; and support 
for the Man and Resources recommendations. 

And last, but not least, falconers received backing for their 
proposals for falconry seasons preceding and after the regular 
hunting seasons; a lower permit fee for Canadians and 
restrictions on aliens capturing gerfalcons in the Northwest 
Territories and a change in the regulations to allow hunting of 
waterfowl with trained birds of prey.

Talk-fest for pupils 


A communications school in 
which talking is the most 
important thing that pupils 
learn is being planned tor 
Bank Street elementary 
school. 

The proposal, which in¬ 
cludes all 78 primary grade 
children in the school, was 
recommended to Greater 
Victoria school board by its 
administration committee 
this week. 

“Oral language will be the 
basis of the program and 


developed first," teacher 
Marion Foster told the 
committee. 

Teachers and parents who 
have developed the program 
believe the child’s ability to 
express (himself) clearly and 
to acauire listening skills are 
crucial to all other learning. 

“Verbal ability becomes the 
main influence on whether a 
child survives in school," said 
the group’s proposal, quoting 
an international study done in 
1973. 


The communications school 
will have one room as a 
theatre where children will 
act as an audience for drama, 
guest speakers and story 
tellers. 

Team teaching — three 
teachers working together 
rather than in separate 
classes — and elimination of 
grades will be used. 

Mrs. Foster said 40 per cent 
of parents with primary grade 
children came to a meeting 
last week to discuss the 


proposal, and backed it 100 
per cent. 

Trustee Dr. Philip Ney 
advised the committee to have 
a speech pathologist study the 
children before the program 
starts and after the first year 
ends. 

It sometimes happens that 
concentration on speaking 
properly turns more children 
into stutterers, Ney said. 

“If (stuttering) went up I 
would say, stop it now,” he 
added.

By Express Motoring Correspondent 

Pollution control equipment may be designed to keep poison 
fumes out of the air but it’s causing headaches for the dealers 
and service stations which have to tune the cars. 

Some cars just won’t run properly unless the tune-up has 
been done with the aid of the new CO testers which measure the 
carbon emissions. 

But at present only a few Victoria dealerships have installed 
testers. The rest rely on electronic equipment to tune cars to 
manufacturers’ specifications. 

Many smaller service stations are sending cars to the main 
dealers for attention when complicated emission controls are 
installed. 

One service station owner told me this week: “As far as 
equipment goes, most of us just don’t know what we need to tune 
the new cars. 

“There are courses being set up by the manufacturers 
which will help but we still don’t have the equipment. 

“It’s so expensive that most stations are holding off buying 
the stuff. Anyway there’s a rumor going around that the 
pollution devices are coming off the ’75s.” 

He added: “Gas consumption on cars fitted with these 
devices is up about 25 per cent and it looks like this might be the 
major reason for dropping them. The biggest problem right now 
is the shortage of gas.” 

The service manager of an import dealership said new 
equipment needed to cope with the devices would be installed in 
about a year. 

“But the best way of fighting pollution is to give the car a 
tune-up regularly.”

The 15-room Victorianhouse 
at the corner of Central 
Avenue and Stone Street 
where the author was born in 
1902 has been bought by the 
Valley Guild, a non-profit 
women’s organization.

anniversary of the late 
author’s birth. 

Some restoration had 
already been done by 
Newman Club members who 
lived in the house from 1967 to 
1972 and Salinas business and 
professional men donated 
services and supplies. 

Steinbeck lived in the house 
until he left for Stanford 
University at the age of 17. In 
East of Eden he described it 
as “an immaculate and 
friendly house, grand enough 
but not pretentious.” 

Special effort will be put 
into restoring the author’s 
bedroom where he wrote his 
first short stories and from 
which he could see the 
Gabilan Mountains to the east 
of the valley which he 
remembered as “light, gay 
mountains full of sun and 
loveliness and a kind of in¬ 
vitation, so thht you wanted to 
dumb into their warm 
foothills . . .”

Painter marches to muffled drum 


Tucked away in a white 
stucco bungalow on a quiet 
street near the Gorge in 
Saanich is perhaps one of 
Canada’s most successful if 
unacclaimed painters. 

The name Robert Newton 
Hurley cannot be found in any 
history of Canadian art, yet 
such notables as James M. 
Minifie, John Diefenbaker and 
television comic Bob Newhart 
have all landed on his door¬ 
step at one time or another, 
hoping to take home one of the 
artist’s prairie water colors. 

And there are no Hurleys 
hanging in the National 
Gallery at Ottawa, yet five 
grace the walls of 
Buckingham Palace. Scores 
more hang in Canadian em¬ 
bassies from Lima, Peru to 
New Delhi 

If critical recognition is the 
measure of an artist’s worth, 
then 80-year-old Hurley scores 
a big, fat zero. 

Popular appeal? The pic¬ 
ture changes. 

Most of the 8,000 pieces 
created by Hurley since he 
took up the brush 40 years ago 
are in thousands of private 
homes in his adopted 
Saskatchewan homeland and 
other parts of Canada. 

Indeed, Hurleys are owned 
around the world by people 
who bought them for a mere 
$5-$25 because, whether they 


were ever decreed as “good” 
art or not, they liked them. 

To understand why Robert 
Hurley will likely be 
remembered long after many 
Canadian painters are 
forgotten, you have to have 
experienced the Prairies; 
walked a lonely road toward a 
distant line that is the endless 
horizon; felt the sudden prick 
of needles in your nostrils as 
you inhaled at 40 below; been 
overwhelmed by vastness and 
emptiness; seen a grain 
elevator shimmering through 
a heat wave; been humbled by 
the sky. 

It is the sky that dominates 
a Hurley water color — 
limitless, foreboding, 
beautiful. 

Since moving to Vancouver 
Island in 1962 Hurley has been 
painting from memory. 
Though he concedes his peak 
was in his sixties, it is obvious 
he has that sky forever etched 
in his mind, along with the 
stark, lonely Prairie land¬ 
scape. 

His health is poor and he is 
blind in one eye, but the tiny 
studio at the back of the 
Hurley home at 445 Walter is 
always in use. 

At work, Hurley sits on a 
plain wooden chair at a plain 
wooden table. 

"I always work sitting 
down. I have an easel but I 
never use it,” he says. “I use a

lot of tooLs, including even a 
toothbrush occasionally. I like 
to experiment; none of my 
paintings are masterpieces.” 

Masterpieces or not, the 
Mendel Art Gallery in 
Saskatoon had to set a limit of 
two pictures per donor when it 
assembled a 300-piece 
exhibition two weeks ago. 

A private jet plane was put 
at the disposal of Hurley and 
his semi-invalid wife, 
Isabella, so that they could 
attend the exhibition in 
comfort. 

“We left Pat Bay and 
arrived in Saskatoon in 95 
minutes — would you believe 
that?” the artist said. “If we’d 
been actual royalty, we 
couldn’t have been treated 
any better.” 

In Saskatoon the couple was 
put up in the Bessborough 
Hotel, conducting open house 
in conjunction with the 
exhibition and autographing 
copies of Sky Painter, a 
biography of Hurley written 
by Jean Swanson, arts writer 
for the Saskatoon Star- 
Phoenix. 

The biography, published by 
Prairie Books of Saskatoon, 
came off the press earlier this 
year. It contains 26 black-and- 
white illustrations and 32 color 
plates made possible through 
a Canada Council grant. 

A.J.E. Child, head of Bums 
Meats in Calgary, owns 30 


Hurleys. Although he has 
never met the artist, he 
agreed to underwrite the over¬ 
all cost of publishing Sky 
Painter and it was his 
executive jet that was put at 
the Hurleys’ disposal. 

The text of Sky Painter tells 
the tale of an unusual, self- 
taught man and his 
significance in the realm of 
Prairie art. The story, 
however, is not of the rags to 
riches type, for Hurley’s 
success is measured more in 
human response than riches. 

In his own words, Hurley 
was an . .ex-hobo, ex¬ 
lumberjack, one-time camp 
cookee, relief recipient, good 
for nothing, rolling stone, 
farmhand. . .” until the age of 
35 when he was “born again” 
to become, he believes, 
divinely directed in his art and 
living. 

Hurley was bom the 
youngest of nine children in 
Bromley-by-Bow, a rat- 
infested London slum. In 1923 
(he emigrated to Canada with 
one pound in his pocket and 
the equivalent of a grade six 
education. He settled in 
Saskatoon at the start of the 
depression in 1930, started 
painting as a pastime at age 40 
and didn’t reach his peak until 
his sixties. 

Most of the anecdotes 
related in Sky Painter come 
from Hurley himself — his 
amazement as the viceregal 


beat 

limousine carrying Governor- 
General Georges Vanier 
pulled up to the Hurley home 
for a viewing; his pride and 
joy picking out a painting for 
the visiting Archbishop of 
Canterbury; missing the bus 
to church so staying home and 
painting a picture for Tommy 
Douglas instead, and so on. 

Before leaving for Indonesia 
in March, the Queen sent a 
letter congratulating Hurley 
on the biography and stated 
that she well-remembered 
being presented Hurley 
paintings during royal visits 
in 1952 and 1959. 

But while royalty and heads 
of state have iced the cake of 
success somewhat, it has been 
the average person who has 
backed him most — like 
Eileen Child, a seed analyst 
with the federal government 
who would often take a dozen 
Hurleys to her office in 
Saskatoon’s Federal Building 
and sell them “like hotcakes.” 
Or the group of Girl Guides 
with a carefully hoarded five 
dollars seeking a Hurley for 
their teacher. Teachers, 
lawyers, doctors, bankers, 
journalists, ministers, 
musicians, scientists, far¬ 
mers, nurses, technicians, 
librarians, students, 
stenographers, homemakers, 
merchants — all are men¬ 
tioned as giving and receiving 
Hurleys.

Decompression 
rescues diver 


A naval diver, being treated 
for the bends in Colwood 
diving unit’s decompression 
chamber, was expected to be 
released late Tuesday night. 

The man was being treated 
in t he ch amber by Dr. F. Guy 
of CFB Esquimau and a 
medical assistant. 

An 1 armed forces’ 
spokesman said medical 
authorities were being 
“guarded” in their releases. 

AB J. D. Lemieux, single 
and in his early 20s, was 
diving with another man from 
HMCS Provider in Pat Bay 
early Monday evening. 


The men were working on 
the ship’s anchor cable. 

Lemieux blacked out at 
about 50 feet under water 
without his diving partner 
noticing. 

Lemieux became conscious 
when he hit the ocean floor, at 
a depth of about 180 feet, and 
made his way to the surface. 

He complained of severe 
chest pains and is reported to 
have been “losing con¬ 
sciousness” while being taken 
from Pat Bay to Colwood by 
ambulance. 

He was put in the decom¬ 
pression chamber at 8 p.m. 
that evening. 
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They're 
quiet — 
but great 


They’re a separate breed — 
and proud of it. 

The professional divers of 
the Canadian armed forces — 
roughly 120 of them — lead a 
life that’s often as 
exhilarating as that of a movie 
spy. 

But unlike spies, the 
chances of learning the full 
facts about their exploits are 
pretty remote. 

Take WO Jim Balforth. He’s 
40, joined the navy when he 
was 17 and has been a 
professional diver since the 
early 1950s. 

“It’s just been a job all these 
years,” is his tight-lipped 
understatement on his diving 
career. * 

Have there ever been times 
when the tension rose above 
the working day level? 

“It’s a job and there are 
risks,” he admitted, “You can 
sometimes be a little 
surprised. But we’re careful.” 

He pointed out that in all the 
years the armed forces have 
had diving units there have 
been only two fatalities, one 
officer who died at the 
Colwood unit in the 1960s and 
another diver on the east coast 
who was killed while working 
on a civilian assignment. 

Probed on his own service 

career, Balmforth sticks to 
the facts plain and 
ungarnished. 

He’s been sent to the Arctic 
three times. Most of his time 
in the north was spent helping 
prepare the way for the 
annual sea lift that supplies 
those working on the DEW 
(Distant Early Warning) line. 

All supplies have to be taken 
ashore by landing craft. 
Diving chores include 
clearing the beaches and 
blasting ice. 

Service divers are trained in 
explosive ordnance work so 
Balmforth and his buddies 
took it in their stride when 
they had to blast free a 
reservoir at Cape Dyer , on 
Baffin Island, that was frozen 
solid. 


As a prerequisite for being 
accepted to train as a 
professional diver, a man first 
must have taken a short 
course and done his stint as a 
ship’s diver. 

“A ship’s diver could be a 
cook by trade, as an 
example,” Balmforth 
explained. “But as a ship’s 
diver he would be available to 
defend his own ship against 
sabotage and do very minor 
repairs . The big ones would be 
done here.” 

He was a ship’s diver 
aboard HMCS Athabaskan 
during her Korean war tour of 
1953. He missed Athabaskan’s 
20th anniversary reunion in 
1973. He was back in Vietnam 
aboard HMCS Kootenay. 

About 15 navy divers were 
part of the massive task force 
used to mop up after the 
Arrow oil spill in Chedabucto 
Bay, N.S. 

Balmforth insists his role 
was a minor one, in charge of 
the decompression chamber 
and uhderwater tools. 

But one officer and two chief 
petty officers were awarded 
the Order of Canada fa* the 
parts they played. 

Without the divers’ skill, the 
spill would have been more 
disastrous. 

Working 60 feet under 
water, they pumped out the 
bunker fuel remaining in the 
sunken ship’s tanks. 

Saturday is Armed Forces 
Day. Balmforth will join other 
divers from the Colwood unit, 
putting on displays in the 
dockyard of CFB Esquimalt 
from 1:15 to 2:45 and 4 to 4:25 
p.m. 

The diving displays will be 
but a small part of the day’s 
program planned by 
servicemen for their guests. 

But it will have a flair that’s 
different, put on by men who 
are as at home in the water as 
on it. 

But, like Balmforth, the 
reluctant Glory Boys will 
probably tell you: 

“It’s just a job.”
